Construction work on development of a

an eventual investment of more than $3.5 
million was under way today. 

The new subdivision — Town and 
Country East, Fifth Addition — is located 
east of Worthen Park between Maryville 
Road and Mockingbird Lane.

Work of grading Keith Drive, the first of 
the new streets, was begun Thursday 
following a groundbreaking ceremony the 
previous day by SEMCO Corp., 
developers, owned by Stanley Lucas who 
purchased the 31-acre tract from Morriss 
Agency.

GC street program 


Pres: 

The office of City Engineer Monroe 
Brewer has planning for the 
resurfacing of at least 23 separate sections 
of. Granite City streets which will be‘done 
this summer and fall at a cost estimated 
between $220,000 and $250,000. 

Plans for the projects are being 
developed following approval by the city’s 
14 aldermen of priority projects in their 
respective wards. All of the projects will 
involve blacktop resurfacing only ‘as a 
means of repairing extensive street 
damage caused by last winter's severe 
cold weather, ice and snow. 

In each instance the aldermen of the 
city’s seven wards presented a list. of 
preferred street repairs to the city 
engineer who compiled cost estimates for 
each of the projects. 

During a council session last week, the 
aldermen gave their approval to a list 
prepared by the engineer, although some 
minor changes were made. 

The work will be financed with motor 
fuel tax funds that will be used to purchase 
materials for the resurfacing work which 
will be done by the city. 

In addition to the street jobs in the seven 
wards, three street projects recommended 
by Mayor Paul Schuler also are included 
on the street repair list, 

The largest project recommended by 
Mayor Schuler provides for the resur- 
facing of Niedringhaus Avenue from 20th 
to Adams Street at an estimated cost.of 
$25,109. 

The other two improvements urged by 
Schuler are the resurfacing of 27th Street 
from State to. Benton (on the park side) at 
an estimated cost of $7,065, and the 
resurfacing of 24th Street from State to 
Benton (on the south side), at a cost of 
$6,455. 

Three resurfacing projects are 
scheduled in Ward One. These. will include 
Washington Avenue from 22nd to 23rd 
Street at an estimated cost of $9,458; 
Monroe Avenue from 2ist to 23rd Street at 
$13,367, and Lee Avenue from 22nd to 23rd 
Street at $8,331. These jobs were recom- 
mended by Aldermen Everett Morlen and 
Charles Douglas. 

In Ward Two, the largest project will be 
resurfacing of Grand Avenue between 26th 
and 29th streets at an estimated cost of 
$20,281. 

Also scheduled is improvement of Iowa 
Street between 29th and 30th streets at a 
cost of $7,304. The aldermen of the ward, 
Sam Whitmer and Fred ‘Pat’? Schuman, 
also Kave recommended resurfacing the 
2300 block of Cleveland Boulevard. Brewer 
said this job has not been figured and a 
cost not yet estimated. 

Ward Three projects include the im- 
provement of Kate Street from 23rd Street 
to Sheridan Avenue at a cost of $11,842; 
Hodges Avenue, 2300 block, $6,841; Benton 
Street, 2200 block, $6,841, and 24th Street 
from State to Washington, $4,728, 
recommended by Aldermen Roy Poulos 
and Clyde Boyd. 

A total of $23,849 in improvements are 
scheduled in Ward Four, with one ad- 
ditional job still to be checked and an 
estimated cost determined. 

Already listed are improvement of the 
2900 block of State Street at a cost of 
$5,083; Benton Street from 27th to Oregon, 
$10,956, and Benton from 27th to Oregon, 
$7,800. 

This latter improvement also will in- 
clude widening of the street by two feet. 
These projects were listed by Aldermen 
Warren Decatur and Glen Sprankle. 

The other project for which no cost 
estimate has been made in Ward Four is 
the improvement of Logan Avenue from 
23rd to 25th street. 


eee said final cost estimates have 
computed for the single project 
sought for Ward Five which. will involve 
the construction of curb and guttering in 
addition to blacktop surfacing on Morgan 
Avenue from Roosevelt Avenue for about 
400 feet. ; 

He said the Ward Five project is ex- 
pected to cost slightly less then $35,000 set 
as a maximum for work to be done in each 
ward. These projects were recommended 
by Aldermen Lloyd Bailey and Mrs. 
‘Margaret Nonn. 

Four projects are slated in Ward Six, 
with the largest improvement on Fortune 
Drive from Sunset to Leonard, at an 
estimated cost of $13,110. 

The other three projects in Ward Six will 
include resurfacing of Willow from 
Edgewood to St. Clair, $8,766; O’Hare from 
Edgewood to Kilarney, $7,622, and Wilson 
from Fortune to Sunset, $3,659. Aldermen 
of Ward Six are Gerald “Jerry” Parmley 
and Earl Baker, j 

In Ward Seven, Brewer reported the 
projects. will inclide resurfacing. of sec- 
tions of Oaklwn Drive, Janday Lane and 
Terrace Lane at a combined cost of 
$35,131. This work was recommended by 
Aldermen Ronald Coleman and Paul R. 
Bowler.

Highway work, all-bus mass transit, | 
auto exhaust inspection plans mapped 


The East-West Gateway 
Coordinating Council board of 
directors last week endorsed an 
application from the State of 
Illinois for $18.5 million to 
reconstruct a portion of Route 
143 in Wood River. 

The project provides for 
relocating six miles of roadway. 
A grade separation will be 
constructed over the railroads 
east of Illinois Route Three. 

Bridges will be constructed 
over railroad tracks wet of 
Main Street and over Indian 
Creek as part of the project. 

In another transportation- 
related matter, the board 
endorsed preliminary 
engineering archeological 
studies for two portions of 
Interstate 270 in Madison 
County. 

Cost for the studies, proposed 
by the State of Illinois, is 
$525,000. 

Of this $225,000 will be spent in 
beginning preparation of an 
environmental impact 
statement (EIS) on the section 
of highway proposed to run 
from 1-55-70 to existing 1-270; 
and $300,000 will be spent for 
beginning preparation of an EIS 
on the seetion running from I- 
270 to U.S. Route 67 north of 
Alton. 

Total cost for both projects is 
$67 million. In endorsing the 
studies, the board reserved the 
right to again review the 
projects when construction 
funds are requested. 

Gateway Board Chairman 
Gene McNary announced that a 
proposed light rail (modern 
trolley) system has been 
dropped from the St. Louis 
region's mass transit plan 

An expanded bus system will 
take place of the rail lines, it 
was decided. 


The board had recently 


sought assurance from the 
Urban Mass Transportation 
Administration (UMTA) that 
engineering and construction 
funds for light rail would be 
granted if a required $1.5 
million worth of additonal 
studies were completed. 

“UMTA could give us no such 
assurance,” said McNary, ‘and 
it became a choice of either 
completing our plans with more 
conventional bus service, which 
we know is available, or 
studying light rail for another 
year or more only to be 
disappointed again.” 

The board's action means 
that the mass transit plan now 
calls for an expanded all-bus 
system. 

This will result in more im- 
mediate benefits and more 
efficient use of tax dollars by 
avoiding additional costly 
studies and long delays, the 
board asserted. 

In response to the Clean Air 
Act Amendments of 1977, which 
threaten to limit economic 
development in the St. Louis 
region, the Gateway board 
authorized Chairman McNary 
to appoint a committee to 
cooperate with the two states 
and the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) in 
meeting the requirements of the 
federal legislation 

Both Missouri and Illinois are 
required to submit plans to the 
EPA by Jan. 1 outlining how 
they propose to meet air quality 
standards in the St. Louis 
region. 

Since more than half of the 
area's air pollution comes from

—Endorsed the following 
road projects in St. Louis 
County: 

1. A bridge replacement over 
the Meramec River on Missouri 
Route 141. 

2. Interchange revisions at 
Missouri Route 725 and U.S. 
Route 40; and 

3. A road resurfacing project 
in Ferguson.

“We underscored this com- 
mitmént by our mass transit 
decision in May, which was not 
to proceed a federally- 
mandated $1.5 million detailed 
study -of transit alternatives 
unless there was some sort of 
reasonable assurance from ‘the 
feds’ that money would be 
available to us to implement. 

“After corresponding: with 
Richard Page, administrator of 
UMTA, and meeting personally 
with Mr. Page and members of 
Transportation Secretary 
Brock Adams' staff, my current 
assessment is that there will be 
no money available for our use 
even if we were to complete the 
detailed analysis. 

“There are two major factors 
which dictate that we move 
quickly to provide a com- 
prehensive bus system for our 
citizens. These are: 

“1. The potential impact of an 
energy crisis. 

“2. The Clean Air Act passed 
by Congress which imposes 
restrictions on automobile 
emissions in our urban centers 

“‘An all-bus system will allow 
this area to deal effectively with 
either of these contingencies 
and will provide the necessary 
alternative to the automobile. 

“I want to stress that my 
recommendation to the board 
does not represent a change in 
our commitment to transit. In 
fact, it now behooves all of us to 
move forward quickly with 
implementing a total system 
that will serve our present and 
future needs. 

“This will require a com- 
mitment by the Bi-State 
Development Agency and the 
highway departments of 
Missouri and Illinois. 

“The plan will include ex- 
panded use of freeway buses, 
park-and-ride facilities, and 
other improvements which will 
require the coordination of all 
agencies involved. 

“We must be prepared to 
move forward immediately and 
aggressively to provide for 
citizens the best bus system 
possible.”

Venice technical school 
classes resume Tuesday

Teachers at Venice-Lincoln 
Technical School will assume 
their jobs in the new school year 
Tuesday, Aug. 1, under a 23-day 
interim ‘agreement that will 
give the Venice School District 
time to determine its financial 
capabilities in funding some 
school programs, it was agreed 
in a special meeting of the 
Venice School Board Thursday 
night 


A delegation of ten teachers 
at the Lincoln Technical School 
conferred with School Board 
members during the meeting 
and decided to accept the in- 
terim proposal under an 
agreement worded by Dick 
Mudge, an attorney 
representing the group. 

In letters sent to the teachers 
by the district, they had been 
asked to accept the 23-day in- 
terim period by waiving their 
rights to remain employed 
under the current contract and 
accepted school code. 

The. teachers, however, felt 
that the waivers they were 
asked to sign were worded in 
such a way that they would be 
forfeiting tenure if they signed 
them. A revised wording for an 
interim agreement was 
presented by Mudge, to which 
the teachers agreed. 
Superintendent of Schools 
Robert Vickers said that 
agreement is to be studied by 
the school attorney. 

The problem grows out of 
school district financial dif- 
ficulties, not the least of which 
are indications that the district 
may lose a substantial amount 
of its Title VII government 
funding this year. Since Title 
VII funds are used for a large 
portion of public school 
operations, a cutback in these

Title VII pilot programs. 

The school superintendent 
said he has been informed it 
may be September before 
Venice learns what funds, if 
any, will be available. 

Cong. Melvin Price (23rd 
Mlinois) has informed Vickers 
that there is not adequate 
money this year to fund all 
programs, but that Venice is 
third on the list of eligible 
districts in Illinois. Chicago 
schools are first on the list, with 
the Meridian District in 
Mounds, Ill. second. 

Because of the delay over 
Title VII financing, Venice 
school officials are uncertain 
about the extent of its teacher 
rehiring for the 1978-79 school 
year.

Banner day at university; gym will proceed 


Thursday, July 27° was 
described by area legislators 
and President Kenneth A. Shaw 
of Southern Illinois University 
at Edwardsville as a ‘“‘banper 
day” in the history of the 
university. 

Gov. James R. Thompson 
visited the university’s East St. 
Louis Center and the main 
campus to approve two pieces 
of legislation ranked as of 
major importance to the future 
of SIUE--despite the state 
budget squeeze and growing 
unrest among taxpayers. 

In ceremonies at 2:30 p.m. at 
the East St. Louis Center, Gov. 
Thompson signed Senate Bill 
1483, permitting the university 
to complete its purchase of the 
Broadview Hotel building and 
resume renovation of the 
structure for continued use as 
the university’s primary 
facility in East St. Louis. 

At 4 p.m., on the local cam- 
pus, the governor signed Senate 
Bill 1506, which appropriates 
$641,000 to plan a new, per- 
manent, multi-purpose physical 
education—recreation—ath- 
hletic facility on the campus. 

Dr. Kenneth A. Shaw, 
president of the university, 
called the governor's actions 
“the two vital steps necessary 
for the university to move 
forward in these crucial areas.” 

Senate Bill 1483 appropriates 
$315,000 from SIUE funds to 
complete the acquistion of the 
seven-story building, in which 
the university had begun 
“branch” operations in 1970. 

SIUE has been buying the 
building on a lease-purchase 
arrangement with the owner, 
American Geriatrics Enter- 
prises of St. Louis. 

In January, renovation work 
on the structure was halted 


. because of an Illinois Attorney 


General's opinion -that state 
funds cannot be used to improve 
property leased from a private 
owner. 

During the signing 
ceremonies, attended by 
legislators, community leaders 


and members of the university 
community, Gov. Thompson 
said 

“The legislation allows the 
university to use its own money, 
not state funds, to continue 
remodeling an existing facility 
that needs renovation.» 

“] hope my approval of this 
purchase further signals my 
commitment to a_ partnership 
in East St. Louis between State 
Community College and SIU at 
Edwardsville 

“Under the leadership of 
Presidents Kenneth Shaw and 
Rosetta Wheadon, they are 
responding to the full education 
needs of the people in this 
community.” 

Pres. Shaw said, ‘Acting with 
understanding and dispatch in 
approving this bill, Gov. 
Thompson has effected an 
immediate and substantial 
improvement in the quality of 
life of the students here and the 
citizens of the community. The 
public will use a facility 
significantly upgraded as a 
result of his action. 

“More important, the 
governor has shown us that the 
state has not forgotten East St 
Louis 


“We are profoundly grateful « 


to him for giving us the chance 
to show the students in-East St. 
Louis, and all the citizens who 
make use of our resources, that 
we are in East St. Louis to stay 
and that we want to do the best. 
job possible. 

Standing outside the Bubble 
Gym, a temporary, air-inflated 
fabric structure constructed on 
the local campus in 1973, Gov. 
Thompson said the united voice 
of university officials and 
students, the support of groups 


and people from the community 
and the area's legislators 
convinced him of the need to 
approve thie appropriation of 
funds for a new multi-purpose 
facility. 

“Since it opened its doors, 
SIUE. has not had a physical 
education building, only a 
bubble,” the governor said, “‘I 
have decided we cannot afford 
to wait another year to replace 
this monstrosity (bubble gym) 
It is especially important 
because this is the only major 
institution of higher learning in 
the state without a gym- 
nasium.” 

The governor explained that 
some of the University's needs 
for physical education and 
recreation areas are being met 
with the Bubble Gym, but it has 
numerous deficiencies, in- 
cluding its heating and cooling, 
inadequate size and limited life 
of two or three more years.

In another action at the site, 
the governor approved House 
Bill 2568, which authorizes the 
Capital Development Board to 
grant a sewer easement to the 
Mound Public Water and Sewer 
District on the Kreitner School 
Property in Madison County. 
“~The easement will allow the 
water and sewer district to 
extend sewer service to about 
600 homes which ate without it. 
The bill was introduced by Rep. 
Joe E. Lucco, Edwardsville, 
and sponsored in the Senate by 
Vadalabene. 

Gov. Thompson also ap- 
proved legislation Thursday to 
permit Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville to 

the old Broadview 
Hotel building for continued use 
as the university's center there. 

During singing ceremonies 
for Senate Bill 1483, the 
governor said: - 

“The legislation allows the 
university to use its own money, 

, not state funds, to remodel an 
existing facility that very much 
needs renovation. 

“I hope my approval of this 
purchase further signals my 
commitment to a partnership in 
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East St. Louis between State 
Community College and SIUE. 

“Under the leadership of 
Presidents Kenneth Shaw and 
Rosetta Wheadon, both the 
University and the community 
college are responding to the 
full education needs of people in 
this community.” 

‘The bill, introduced by Sen. 
Vadalabene, Edwardsville, and 
Sen. Kenneth Hall, East St. 
Louis, and sponsored in the 
House by Rep. Monroe L. Flinn, 
Cahokia, appropriates $315,000 
from SIU funds for purchase of 
the building. 

SIUE has operated several 
Programs in the building since 
1970, when the university en- 
tered into a lease-purchase plan 
with the owners, with title to be 
received in 1986. 

The university in the past has 
used some of its state general 
revenue fund dollars to remodel 
parts of the ‘building, but a 
recent Illinois attorney general 
opinion indicated that state 
funds could not be used to im- 
prove property leased from a 
Private owner. 

Improvements at the center 
are planned by SIUE to improve 
program offerings at the East 
St. Louis center. 


Vadalabene praises 
governor, Assembly 


Senator Sam M. Vadalabene 
on Thursday applauded the 
action of Governor James 
Thompson in signing Senate Bill 
1506, which appropriates 
$641,000 in planning funds for a 
permanent physical education- 
recreation-athletic facility at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville. 

Speaking at ceremonies on 
the campus, Sen. Vadalabene 
made the followirlg remarks: 
“It's been noted that this is a 
banner day in the history of the 
university, 

“Well, I certainly can’t 
quarrel ‘with that. Over the 
years, I have seen many land- 
mark moments in the growth of 
this great institution. This 
particular one has a special 
meaning for me, since this 
project started over 12 years 
ago. 

“During those years, we have 
seen plans drawn for a building 
that could have been built in the 
late ’60s for less than half the 
price that this one will cost — 
relatively inexpensive as it will 
be. 


“For a while, we also talked 
about things like civic centers 
— to the point that it seems like 
every area of large population 
concentration in Illinois is going 
to have a civic center except 
this one. Well, I am glad for the 
other areas, and proud of the 
part that I played in their 
success. 

“I am especially proud of the 
vision and foresite that Gov. 


Thompson has displayed here 
today. 

“If you had watched the 
developments at the State 
Capitol as closely as the 
governor and I have done, 
would understand that hé is 
showing real courage — and an 
understanding of the needs of 
the university, and citizens of 
the region it serves, by signing. 
this bill. ‘ 

“He deserves a great deal of 
credit, and ] stand ready to give 
him his full measure of it.

Lieutenant governor displaying his clout at state capitol 


Press-Record Springfield Bureau — The 
recent vote on the Equal Rights 
Amendment shows who has the clout in 
the Thompson administration. It's Lt. Gov. 
Dave O'Neal. 

Gov. Thompson, as everybody knows, 
has labored long and hard for the 
ratification of ERA 

“T've done everything on earth I can do,” 
Thompson says. "I can't do anymore. I 
don’t possess the power that people 
ascribe to the governor.” 

Despite the governor’s hard work on 
behalf of ERA, not a single Republican 
was persuaded to switch his vote in favor 
of ratification. 

O'Neal, on the other hand, has kept his 
mouth shut on the issue, except for one 
afternoon when he got on the telephone 
and called six or eight of his buddies. 

That's all. He just telephoned six or 
eight legislators and asked them to vote 
against it. Nothing fancy. After all, he 
doesn't have jobs or roads or bridges to 
offer any legislator. 

Who would have guessed that a former 
sheriff from Belleville with 11 jobs and 
mine reclamation under his jurisdiction 
would have more power than a former 
prosecutor from Chicago who has 60,000 
jobs and all the pork barrel projects under 
his thumb? 

After O'Neal's activity, three 
Republicans who previously had 
supported the amendment dropped off. 
O'Neal, being the modest politician that he 
is, refuses to take credit for stopping ERA 

. He won't even say whether he phoned the 
ones who dropped their support. 

Now, some naive observers may not 
think three little votes mean much out of a 
total of 177, but experienced political 
scientists realize the significance.

One of the allegations is that Thompson 
doesn't spend enough time on government 
business because he is off running around 
the country in search of the GOP 
nomination for 1980. 

The implication is that Thompson is 
leaving O'Neal responsible for state affairs 
while he is gone, Should Thompson be 
elected president or vice president, then 
O'Neal would assume the governorship. 
Until now, some Democrats thought that 
could be exploited as an issue. 

Even the day before the crucial vote, 
Democrats thought they could attack 
O'Neal as a weak link in the Thompson 
administration.- Dick Durbin, the 
Democratic candidate for lieutenant 
governor, called attention to the fact 
O'Neal was working against ERA 

“The disclosure that O’Neal contacted 
six to eight Republican legislators and 
asked them-to vote against the Equal 
Rights Amemdment is another graphic 
example of the duplicity of the Thompson 
administration,” he said. 

“How confusing it must be to 
Republican legislators to have the 
governor call and ask for a ‘yes’ vote and 
then to have the lieutenant governor call 
and ask them to vote ‘no.’ ... Now it is clear 
that the strategy of the Thompson-O'Neal 
Administration is to play both sides of this 
important issue.

(Governor's Cost Control 
Task Force) 

The Task Force last week 
presented its final 206-page 
Teport on Illinois state govern- 
ment to Governor James R. 
Thompson. 

“This report should be viewed 
as a multi-year ‘game plan’ for 
achieving greater efficiency in 
the state's programs,” said 
Gaylord Freeman, honorary 
chairman, The First National 
Bank of Chicago, who served as 
chairman of the private sector 
task force. 

The report contains 678 
recommendations for changes 


in government operations. 


The annual or one-time 
financial benefits associated 
with their implementation 
encompass four major 
categories as flollqws: 

1. Savings of $322 million 
annually and $27 million one- 
time are anticipated for 
recommendations directed 
toward reducing operating 
expenditures. 

Of the annual benefits, $178 
million would be state revenue, 
$69 million restricted federal 
monies and $75 million 
unemployment insurance 
funds. 

2. Cost avoidances of $3 
million annually and nearly $1 
million one-time would be 
achieved by not spending 
certain appropriated budget 
items. 

3. Additional income of $123 
million annually and $54.5 
million one-time would result 
from suggested fee ad- 
justments, increased federal 
reimbursements and sales of 
assets such as unneeded 


rty. 

4. Added costs of $1.9 million 
annually and $35.8 million one- 
time would be required for 
startup expenses for new 
equipment, additional per- 
sonnel and the like needed to 
accomplish certain recom- 
mended changes Initial costs 
would be somewhat higher in 
some cases, since annual or 
one-time financial benefits have 
been netted against €x- 
penditures when both are in- 
cluded in a single recom- 
mendation. 

Specific financial benefits 
have not been claimed for 290 of 
the 678 proposals in the report. 
However, many of these 
recommendations involve 
improvements in — basic 
management practices which 
should eventually provide 
significant cost control benefits 
or more effective services. 

“In many __ instances," 
Freeman stated, “The ‘task 
force decided not to claim 
specific amounts where an- 
ticipated savings would be 
substantial, because it was not 
felt possible to accurately 
measure the monetary effect 
during implementation. 

“The task force recognizes 
that all of the recommendations 
cannot be fully implemented at 
once. 

“In fact, given the complex 
nature of the report, we expect 
a major portion of the benefits 
will accrue over an extended 
period of time.” * 

The task force estimates that 
about 25 percent of the annual 
benefits projected for the state 
— approximately $75 million — 
should be in the process of being 
realized by the beginning of 
fiscal 1980 with an aggressive 
implementation program. 

As the state's efforts proceed, 
this amount should increase to 
nearly 60 percent of the 
estimated annual benefits — or 
about $180 million — by fiscal 
1982. 

Remaining benefits, i 
cluding one-time and federal 
returns, should be achieved at a 
similar rate. 

About 86 percent of the 
recommendations — 580 in total 
— can be implemented by 
executive action. 

But Freeman cautioned that 
“the General Assembly will be 
required to provide some up- 
front funding before changes 
can be initiated on many of the 
major recommendations.” 

He went on to indicate that the 
state administration had 
already taken action in a few of 
the areas addressed by the 
report. He said of these efforts, 
“The task force felt it was im- 
portant to endorse or expand 
upon important agency 
initiatives.” 

In _ discussing potential 
benefits, the report urges the 
state not to consider anticipated 
savings or increased cash flows 
as windfalls for the support of 
new programs, since the 

the study was to 
the” possibilities of 
government services 
or: increased taxes. 

With this in mjnd, task force 
members felt the first claim on 
prospective benefits should’ be 
the maintenance of the most 
useful existing programs. 

If there are remaining funds, 
the ‘task force report recom 
mends that they be applied to 
existing liabilities, such as the 
nearly $800 million un- 
of the 
Employees’. Retirement 
System. . 

Similarly, thé report suggests 
that one-time returns from sale 
of assets be.used for ae 
expenditures or channeled 
funding -state “pensions,, rather” 
than “used for recurring

operating expenditures. 

In presenting a summary of 
the. report’s recommendations, 
Freeman touched on 12 major 
areas—  ~ 

ORGANIZATION — The task 
force makes 132 recom- 
mendations with an annual 
financial benefit of $30 million 
which address government 
structure and serve to support 
the recent effort to reorganize 
the agency <superstructure 
currently existing in Ilinois. 

The overall is to 
reassign or consolidate similar 
functions in order to improve 
government sefvices and in- 
crease operational efficiency. 

For example, one major 
recommendation. involves 
creation of a Department, of 
Industrial and Community 
‘Bevelopment to consolidate 
present state programs for 
economic development. 

Existing agencies which are 
recommended for consolidation 
include the Commission on 
Delinquency Prevention, the 
Local Governmental’ Law 
Enforcement Officer Training 
Board, the State Fire Marshal, 
the Commission on Human 
Relations, the State Fair 
Agency and the Emergency 

Service and Disaster Agency. 

In addition, the report 
recommends elimination of the 
Naval Militia and the Armory 
Board. 

COST CONTAINMENT — 
Cost containment is one of the 
most important areas ad- 

by the task force. 

The 56 proposals’ developed 
for statewide or specific agency 
cost reduction programs haye a 
combined recurring benefit 
potential of $140 million. 

The report recommends that 
a permanent statewide cast 
control program be initiated 
within the Bureau of the Budget 
to implement significant task 
force recommendations and to 
provide ongoing agency cost 
control objectives in future 
years. 

To make this prograri ef- 
fective, an incentive pay system 
for line managers must be in- 
stituted. 

Other major suggestions’ deal 
with payment controls in areas 
such as unemployment com- 
pensation, workmen’s com- 
pensation, Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children, Medicaid, 
General Assistance and similar 
programs which are ex- 
periencing a substantial degree 
of payment abuse through 
ineligibility of recipients ai 
overpayments. ‘ 

DATA PROCESSING — In 
line with the concept of cen- 
tralized data processing, the 
task force has formulated 81 
recommendations directed 
toward improved approaches 
for handling the state's data 
processing needs, developing 
needed systems applications, 
Improving equipment 
utilization and enhancing 
current operational procedures. 

A major change would in- 
volve use of distributed 
processing for the state’s three 
largest departments to improve 
overall service without losing 
the benefits provided by cen- 
tralized data processing 
capabilities.

PRODODUCTIVIY — The_ 


task force has developed 51 
recommendations on produc- 
tiviy improvement with an 
annual financial benefit of $66 
million, 

It strongly urges general use 
of productivity measurements 
as well as more effective per- 
formance appraisal systems 
throughout state government 
operations. 

Specific improvements have 
also been suggested which 
would directly relate staffing 
levels to analyses of work loads 
and work distribution in various 
agencies. 

To prevent possible disrup- 
tion of vital services, the task 
force has recommended that 
personnel reductions, when 
necessary, be accomplished 
through a planned attrition 
program to be achieved over a 
two- to three-year period.

Attention was given to 
providing necessary record 
documentation, improving 
inventory procedures, the sale 
of surplus equipment and in- 
creased Controls for food, drug 
and commodity inventories, 

An overall recommendation 
was made to develop a 
management system for basic 
materials to be used by all 
agencies with appropriate 
guidance from the Office of 
Procurement. 

Another calls for the 
establishment of a statewide 
forms control program with all 
materials issued from a central 
warehouse. This would control 
the proliferation of unnecessary 
forms and increase both pur- 
chasing and inventory ef; 
ficiency. 

EQUIPMENT UTILIZATION 
— About 37 recommendations 
with a combined annual 
financial benefit of almost $5 
million have been made to 
improve the state's utilization 
of its printing and duplicating 
equipment, vehicles and planes, 
telephone resources and other 
equipment. 

A major proposal would 
consolidate control of all in- 
house printing and office 
duplicating equipment in the 
Office of Procurement with a 
subsequent reduction in the 
number’ of independent 
operations, 

Centralized control’ has also 
been proposed for state vehicles 
to ensure an effective fleet 
management program. 

FACILITY MANAGEMENT 
— The taks force has for- 
mulated 48 recommendations 
which deal with improvements' 
in the use of state facilities and 
have an annual financial benefit 
of $61 million. 

Areas addressed include 
removing unnecessary leasing 
restrictions, establishing cost 
effective: utility and building 
service polices, improving 
space utilization and disposing 
of excess property in the 
Departments of Corrections and 
Mental Health and Develop- 
mental Disabilities.

Proposals deal 
with the state’s procedures for 
budgeting, administering, 
controlling’ ‘and. .atdjting its 
financial resources. 

“Emphasis is given to a need 
for centralized internal auditing 
capabilities which will focus on 
operational reviews of agency 
activities. 

Suggestions for improvement 
are also made in regard to 
disbursement systems, cost 
allocations, budget processes, 
program funding, federal 
reimbursement’ procedures, 
insurance programs, employee 
benefits and cash management. 

COST RECOVERY AND’ 
FEES — The task force has 
developed 22 recommendations 
directed toward cost recovery 
and fees with a potential 
financial benefit of more than 
$24 million annually. 

The objective is to ensure that 
agencies which render specific 
services are able to recover 
related operating costs. 

Another aim is to update 
existing fee schedules to reflect 
general averages for the ser- 
vices involved. Most of these fee 
recommendations will have to 
be acted on by the General’ 
Assembly. 

“Governor Thompson 
recognized the need for a 
comprehensive review of state_ 
expenditures upon assuming 
office in January 1977. 

“At that time, the governor 
noted that the state only had 
sufficient cash reserves to pay 
its bills for a three-day period,” 
Freeman recalled. 

“After rejecting the alter- 
natives of tax increases or 
service reductions, the 
governor chose the course of 
cost control as the best means to 
ensure the state's continuiftg 
stability. He charged the Cost 
Control Task Force with 
responsibility for providing 
broad, long-range answers. = 

“We were given a free hand to 
apply the business management 
expertise of our 75 executives to 
lllinois government,” Freeman 
continued. ‘‘As businessmen 
and citizens of Illinois, we all 
have a stake in a well-run state 
administration.” 

“This report marks both an 
end and a beginning for the task 
force,’’ Freeman concluded, 
promising “continued support 
from the business community 
for initiatives designed to hold 
down the cost of state govern- 
ment.”

The metal can damage the 
fish when it thrashes around, 
This doesn’t happen -with ‘a 
soft cord stringer. 

Some musky anglers carry 
a gunny sack in the boat. If 
they catch a keeper, they wet 
the sack, drop inthe fish, 
wrap it and store jt under the 
boat seat. This is done to 
prevent deterioration and 
retain the flavor. 


It is not unusual for anglers 
to take their own boat 
anchors line with them 
when leaving on a fishing 
vacation. Their ice 
over the years indicates that 
Miany resorts have poor 
anchor weights on their 
boats. are often of 
insufficient weight to hold a 
boat in position. By taking an 
anchor along, the angler 
doesn’t have to face that 
problem. i

According to Kerch, the lights 
which will be used at the sports 
complex, if and when they are 
erected, will be of the Metal 
Halite variety, putting out 1500 
watts of power each. The exact 
number of lights being used on 
each pole will depend on which 
sport (baseball or soccer) is 
being played. 

“It's a rather unusual ap- 
proach,” said Kerch. ‘‘The 
number of lights in use will be

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Political leaders favor a 
regional primary system

SPRINGFIELD — Mlinois 
political leaders favor some 
type of regional -primary 
system to nominate 
candidates for president, but 
they are not optimistic about 
the Congress 


approving any 
such plan. 


A regional primary is one 
type of change being 
censidered. 

™ One reason they are not 
hopeful is because no such 
legislation has passed 
Congress this century. 
According to the 
‘“‘Federalization of 
Presidential Primaries” by 
‘Austin Ranney, no bill has 
even come close to passage. 

There's a political reason 

working against any change, 


Some! persons think any 
attempt to change the system 
would be interpreted as a slap 
at President Carter because 
Mr, Carter successfully 
worked the primaries in 
order to win the nomination. 

Proponents of \ change 
would undoubtedly have had 
a stronger supporter in 
Walter Mondale — had Mr. 
Carter not chosen him for 
vice president. 

Mondale, as you recall, 
dropped out of contention for 
the Democratic presidential 
nornination early because he 
said the system put more 
emphasis on _ physical 
stamina and travel than it did 
on serious discussion of 
national issues. 

Of course, the same system 
then nominated him for vice 
president, so how can he and 
his supporters quarrel with 
_the system? 

U.S. Rep. John Anderson, 
R-Rockford, favors change, 
but he says the farther the 
nation gets away from the 
last election the less likely 
change will be made. 

“Inertia overtakes us," 
angereon said, “The attitude 

is ‘We survived once more’ so 


the enthusiasm for the 
change dies away." 

‘Anderson is opposed to a 
single national primary 
because he says it would be 
too expensive. He thinks a 
regional primary would cut 
campaign costs and be a 
more rational system than 
the present one. 

Anderson eny8, ony 
Proposed change wot n 
affect his decision to seek his 
party's presidential 
nomination. He is thinking 
about running for the GOP 
nomination as a 
representative of the party's 
moderate wing. 

Gov. James Thompson, 
speaking as a party leader 
(as opposed to a potential 
candidate), also endorsed the 
regional concept, 

“The regional primary is 
appealing,” he said. “What 
we expect candidates to do 
now is extraordinary.

“I don't know precisely 
what to do. I think we ought to 
either limit the primaries by 
region or limit the number of 
primaries any one candidate 
can get into — and there’s a 
legal question about that. 

“I am not in favor of a 
national primary because 
that would produce 
candidates from the 
extremes, either from the far 
left or the far right.” 

Alex Seith, Democratic 
candidate for the U.S. Senate 
who has worked on delegate 
selection rules for years, 
favors a vors a regional system 
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choose delegates, either by 
or caucus. 

“You could rotate the 
region so one section of the 
country does not always 
come first,” he said. “It 
would help with television 
costs and travel time. I’m 
opposed to a_ national 
primary because it would 
destroy the parties. 

U.S. Sen. Adlai Stevenson, 
a strong critic of the present 
system, says a change would 
force candidates to discuss 
national issues rather than 
spend their time kissing 
babies. 

Stevenson suggests a plan 
whereby delegates would be 
elected on a regional basis to 
anational convention, then at 
the convention the delegates 
would select two or three 
candidates for a national 


primary. 

“This would give the party 
people some role in the 
process,” he says. ‘‘If all the 
ballots are cast in the same 
day, there is no opportunity to 
size up the candidates. We 
need a middle ground, and 
the regional system fills 
that.” 

Any change in the primary 
system, of course, would tend 
to favor certain kinds of 
candidates over others, just 
like the present system helps 
an unknown challenger whom 
the media says does well in 
New 

A national primary would 
certainly favor an incumbent 
president and any well-known 
candidate over any obscure 
candidate. For example, it’s 
extremely unlikely ‘Mr. 
Carter would have received 
many votes at all in a 


national primary against the 
likes of Ronald Reagan or 
former President Ford, But 
in a regional primary, where 
Thompson could focus his 
time and money, he could be 
assisted by a new system.

Waldo Gayden, a middle- 
aged San Diego, Calif., 
engineer, looked at his life 
about 18 months ago and — 
like a lot of men in midlife — 
decided he needed to change. 

He was, at 53, at least 25 
pounds overweight. 

He suffered from high 
blood pressure. 

He was deeply. saddened 
over the recent cancer death 
of his 25-year old son, Waldo 
Jr. 

He was, according to his 
wife, Virginia, under extreme 
stress in his job. 

Gayden “decided to get in 
shape.- He consulted his 
doctor and took up a physical- 
fitness program. He began 
sensibly. His wife walked 
with him when he first began. 
Then he built up sowly to 
jogging, and Virginia, 
disabled by an automobile 
accident, dropped out. For 
many people, such slow, 
reasoned starts toward 
‘ physical conditioning are 
terrific. 

But for Waldo Gayden it 
may have contributed to his 
death. 

On April 19, Gayden was 
cooling down from his early 
morning walking and jogging 
over his usual 1,5-mile course 
when he suddenly dropped 
dead, with the resuscitation 
efforts of a passerby to no 
avail. 

Coronary failure 
complicated by hypertension 
was the cause of death, 
according to Gayden's 
personal pyhysician. 

Complicated 
perhaps by jogging? 

It's the sort of question that 
plagues joggers every time 
one of their fellow runners 
dies — and it's the sort of 
question that nags those who 
are considering taking up the 
sport. 

Was Gayden’s death a 
freak occurrence? Or can it 
happen to any jogger — even 
those who seemingly are in 
good conditon? Is jogging 
really good for your health or 
hazardous? How can a jogger 
know if he is a heart attack

Dr. John Boyer, San Diego 
cardiologist, director of the 
Alvarado Community 
Hospital Cardiac 
Rehabilitation Program and 
president of the American 
College of Medicine. 

“Like any other exercise, it 
depends both on your state of 
health when you begin and 
the regimen you set up.” 

Investigation shows that 
Gayden had begun jogging 
the sensible way by building 
up gradually. But it also 
shows that the engineer — 
overweight; with high blood 
pressure and overwrought 
because of his son's death — 
fit a certain profile. It is the 
profile, some doctors say, of a 
runner who could die. 

But despite Gayden’s high- 
risk profile, he had not taken 
a key life-saving test which 
cardiologists recommend for 
runners who fit the risk 
profile — and for other 
runners, too, It's called the 
electrocardiogram exercise 
stress test, and doctors use it 
to show a patient how much 
exercise his heart can 
tolerate. 

Cardiologists do not 
necessarily bar from running 
people like Gayden who fit 
the high-risk profile. But they 
do recommend added 
caution, and that caution may 
include the stress test, a 
physical examination and 

exercise. 

In Gayden’s particular 
case, some doctors 
interviewed have suggested, 
his extreme fatigue after 
running on the Monday 
before his death should have 
served as a warning sign. 

But runners have died 
before while running. 

And supporters of jogging 
point out that the occasional 
collapse and death of a jogger 
does not necessarily mean 
the sport is dangerous.

Dr. Albert Grodner, a 
cardiologist, says there is no 
conclusive medical evidence 
that inactivity definitely 
causes heart attacks, nor for 
that matter that exercise 
undisputedly prevents 
coronaries. 

In fact, Grodner, also a 
jogger, points to a 
Scandinavian study that 
shows that patients who 
exercised for two years after 


a heart attack did not have a } 
significantly lower 
recurrence of heart attacks. 

But although runners have | 
died before, Runners World 
magazine reports that the 
odds against health problems 
occurring as a result of 
running are 100,000 to one. 

Boyer thinks exercise is so 
important ~ that he’s 
developed a program in 
which 75 people, all of whom 
had either a heart attack, 
bypass surgery or angina 
(spasms of chest or throat 
pain), exercise regularly 
under his supervision. 

Doctors have reported that 
high-cholesterol diets lead to 
closure of the arteries, and no 
amount of running will fully 
reopen the arteries once 
they’re clogged. 

Running by itself, doctors 
say, neither kills nor gives 
absolute protection from 
fatal heart disease. 

Some doctors are 
convinced, however, that a 
combination of vegetarian 
diet and running offers the 
best protection against heart 
disease. 7 

But before a potential 
runner laces up those new 
track shoes and bundles into 
the new color-coordinated 
warm-up suit, there are a few 
important facts to be known 
about the relationship of 
exercise and heart attacks. 

Cardiologists are 
convinced that in order to 
understand what quantity of 
exercise is good for you, an 
exercise electrocardidgram 
stress test is essential. 

They advise stress tests for 
any man over 40 who wants to 
initiate a new physical-fitness 
regimen.

Triple rinse 
for chemical 
containers 


By RON CORNWELL 
County Farm Adviser 

A problem that faces Madison 
County farmers each year is 
what to do with empty 
agriculture chemical . con- 
tainers. 

If containers contain 
chemicals or small amounts of 
residue, a sanitary landfill 
cannot accept them for disposal 
unless the landfill has applied 
for a special Illinois Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 
permit. 

Any landfill can accept 
chemical containers if farmers 
follow two steps before taking 
the containers to the landfill. 

First, the containers or cans 
must be triple rinsed at the time 
‘of emptying. Second, the con- 
tainer cap must be removed or 
the containers punctured.

Fireboat 
planned 


A pledge of $19,000 by the Bi- 
State Development Agency will 
be instrumental in providing 
fire protection to more than 70 
miles of Mississippi River 
shoreline within the 
metropolitan port district area 
through the acquisition of a 
fireboat. 

Bi-State Executive Director 
Barry M. Locke announced the 
money will be used to aid in 
buying a boat from the St. Louis 
Metropolitan Sewer District 
and converting it into a viable 
firefighting and rescue 

Bi-State Development 
Agency, as the regional port 
coordinator, has previously 
cooperated with authorities in 
other efforts to safeguard the 
river area, which at the present 
time has no fireboat. 

Funds pledged by the agency 
board constitute more than half 
of the $37,000 cost of the project, 
and were obtained through the 
sale of the Percy F, and 
inoperative fireboat owned by 
Bi-State. 

The MSD vessel was a water 
sampling boat used in the early 
19708. It is 31 feet in length and 
10 feet in width, and.is powered 
by a 187-horsepower diesel 
engine. 

Pumping equipment to be 
installed on the boat will pump 
1,000 gallons of water per 
minute, throwing a stream of 
water 125 feet. The fireboat will 
also have the capability of using 
foam to fight any fire. 

St. Louis City firemen will 
operate the boat under the 
direction of the City of St. Louis 
Port Authority. Mutual aid 
agreements are expected to 
permit the fireboat to assist in 
firefighting operations in any of 
six port districts that comprise 
the Port of Metropolitan St.

insurance is 
seen in'78 


After a year in which nature 
has handed out everything from 
excessive moisture to drought, 
growing ranks of Illinois far- 
mers are deciding that the best 
thing they can do about the 
weather ‘is carry insurance 
against it. 

Federal Crop Insurance 
District Director for South- 
western Illinois, Don Rathbun, 
Predicts that the dollar amount 
of insurance carried on Illinois 
crops this year will be at an all- 
time high. 

There also has been an in- 
crease in dollar protection to 
help offset the increase cost of 
production, 

Deadline to apply for 
coverage on the 1979 wheat crop 
is Sept. 30, 
‘ The protection, currently 
offered in Illinois counties, 
provides all-risk protection that 
covers every unavoidable cause 
of loss. 

Each insured farmer. is 
guaranteed a yield per acre 
designed to cover his major 
costs of production. When his 
crop is damaged or destroyed; 
he is paid an indemnity for each 
bushel it falls short of the 
guaranteed yield. 

Although the primary reason 
for carrying insurance is the 
protection it provides against 
crop disasters that can strike in 
any year, Rathbun reports that 
more and more farmers are 
realizing benefits in good crop 
years, too. 

For example, every federal 
crop insurance policy can be 
pledged as loan collateral. 
Farmers participating in for- 
ward contracting or hedging 
can be assured at harvest time 
they will have either a crop or 
cash to fulfill their com- 
mitments 

Rathbun continued, ‘Many 
farmers approaching 
retirement find that the 
protection helps them maintain 
their earnings for retiring 
purposes, 

“Tiinois farmers are 
realizing that all-risk insurance 
is a useful management tool. 
One of the most important skills 
in farming today is good 
management. 

“Time does not allow FCIC 
representatives to call on all 
producers in all communities, 
but they may contact the local 
office in Breese, Ill., prior to 
“Sept. 30.”

Raise for library 
workers is budget 
issue at Venice

Under the 1978-79 budget, all 
full-time city employees will 
receive a $70 per month raise. 
No raises were granted part- 
time employees 

All city officers are taking an 
$85 cut in expenses and the 
mayor took a $200 month 
reduction in expense money. 

The new budget is $127,444 
less than the 1977-78 budget. 

Prior to the council meeting a 
public hearing on the Federal 
Revenue Sharing Funds was 
held.

$200,910 expenditures which 
then becomes a part of the city 
budget.

August 
garden 
tasks 


By CHRIS DOLL 
Area Gardening Adviser 

1. Cut or mow your spent corn 
stalks, cabbage, and bean 
plants, and other garden 
vegetation while it is still green. 
Green organic matter 
decomposes much quicker than 
dry materials, and future 
gardening will be easier, It also 
cleans up the garden area. 

2. Don't let weeds “go to 
seed”’. Lambsquarter, pigweed, 
crabgrass, foxtail, purslane, 
and many other unwanted 
plants are starting to bloom, 
and this is followed by seed 
production. Weed control next 
year will be casier if seed 
formation is prevented this 
year. 

3. Peach and plum trees with 
fruit need to be sprayed for 
brown rot at 5 to7 day intervals 
during the ripening period 
Brown rot can infect and 
destroy a big percentage of fruit 
under hot, wet conditions. 

Use captan, sulfur, or 
benomyl (Benlate) sprays or 
dusts as per the directions on 
the label. Fruit can be har- 
vested within 24 hours of any of 
these treatments, 

4. Spray other fruits and 
vegetables only as needed. Most 
of the disease infections’ have 
tapered off with the hot, dry 
weather. Fungicides would be 
needed only where disease 
problems threaten the crop. 

Most insect activity such as 
cabbage worms and cucumber 
beetles can be seen, and 
necessary sprays can be ap- 
plied when they appear. 

5. Sow fall vegetables such as 
lettuce, radishes, turnips, beets, 
carrots, beans, mustard, 
spinach, Chinese cabbage in the 
early days of August. Fall rains 
and cool temperatures should 
make everything grow. 

6. The last spray for peach 
borer should be made by August 
15 this year, Use Carbaryl 
(Sevin) at four tablespoons per 
gallon 

7. Sow a crop of rye, oats, or 
rye grass in abandoned garden 
areas for a green manure or. - 
winter cover crop. “" . 

8. Clean up weeds in the 
strawberry patch and apply a 
DCPA (Dacthal) herbicide 
treatment before the fall weeds 
germinate. ; 

9. Bud-graft any favorite tree. - 
fruit variety on a stock tree of _ 
the same species to either 
perpetuate or increase the 
variety. 

10. Harvest and enjoy pears, 
grapes, peaches, apples, and 
watermelons that have taken all 
season to mature,

MICROSCOPIC PEST 

Mites, and generally the two- 
spotted kind, like many garden 
plants and hot, dry weather. 
‘They seem to thrive on plants 
that are weakened by drought 
stress. 

‘They injure plants by sucking 
sap from the leaves. This is 
somewhat insiduous ayse 
they are so difficult to ‘see. 

The two-spotted mite is a very 
small, pale green, elliptical mite 
with two dark spots on the back. 
Most gardeners need a 
magnifying glass to see them. 

In recent days, large mite 
populations have been seen on 
sweet corn, tomato, snap beans, 
raspberry, and apple. When 
high populations develop, they 
will move to other crops. 

Damage is evident as pale, 
light green to bronze leaves that 
may appear somewhat mottled 
or pitted. Leaf drop may occur 
on tree fruits. The «largest 
number of. mites is usually on 
the underside of the leaf. + 

Some miticides are available 
in garden stores, but be sure 
that you have a mite problem 
before buying a product 
Sometimes, the mite population 
is on a down-hill slide when leaf 
injury becomes visible. 

If the mites need controlling, 
buy and use a product that lists 
the crop on the label. Read and 
follow the label directions.

SECTION 1: That this Ordinance be, and the same is hereby 
termed, ‘'An Ordinance Making Appropriations for Corporate 
Purposes of the City of Madison, in the County of Madison, in the 
State of Illinois, for the Fiscal Year Beginning May 1, 1978 and 
Ending April 30, 1979."" 

SECTION 2: That the following sums of money be and the same
